He  hosts 
or  attends  hundreds  of  community  events  throughout  Ontario,  often  speaking  out  in  support  of 
mental  health,  anti-racism  and  aboriginal  youth.  He  presents  honours  and  awards  to  outstanding 
Ontarians,  and  on  request,  sends  messages  for  special  celebrations  and  congratulations  for  birthdays 
(>90)  and  wedding  anniversaries  (>50). 


THE  ONTARIO  GOVERNMENT 

Queen  Elizabeth  II  is  the  head  of  State,  represented  in  Ontario  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor. 
Ontario’s  parliamentary  system  has  three  branches: 

The  Executive  Branch  is  comprised  of  elected  representatives.  The  Premier  and  Ministers  of  the 
Crown  collectively  form  the  Cabinet  of  Ontario.  Ministers  are  responsible  for  policies  and  program 
delivery  in  24  ministries.  The  government  is  generally  formed  by  the  political  party  winning  a 
majority  of  seats  (representatives)  in  an  election,  with  the  party  leader  becoming  the  Premier  of 
Ontario. 

The  Legislative  Branch  is  comprised  of  all  elected  representatives  and  is  presided  over  by  a 
Speaker.  It  makes,  amends  and  repeals  laws,  authorizes  taxes,  reviews  expenditure  estimates, 
receives  reports,  and  debates  bills,  motions  and  resolutions. 

The  Judicial  Branch  is  comprised  of  appointed  individuals  who  administer  justice  by  adjudicating 
criminal  and  civil  disputes  in  Ontario’s  courts. 

Ontario’s  government  is  supported  by  the  Ontario  Public  Service,  headed  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Cabinet.

The  Legislative  Assembly,  commonly  called  the  House,  consists  of  103  Members  of  Provincial 
Parliament  (MPPs)  elected  to  represent  the  people  in  their  constituencies.  The  Assembly  performs 
legislative,  financial  and  critical  functions.  It  considers  proposals  for  legislation  or  bills;  enacts, 
amends  and  repeals  legislation;  authorizes  the  collection  of  funds  from  the  people  of  Ontario;  and 
scrutinizes  the  policies  put  forth  by  the  government.  As  the  presiding  officer,  the  Speaker  of  the 
Assembly  is  responsible  for  both  the  policy  and  operations  of  the  Legislature.  The  Clerk  of  the 
Assembly,  in  the  capacity  of  principal  permanent  officer,  provides  the  Speaker  and  MPPs  with 
procedural  advice.

The  Information  and  Privacy  Commissioner  (IPC)  oversees  the  Freedom  of  Information  and 
Protection  of  Privacy  Act  and  the  Municipal  Freedom  of  Information  and  Protection  of  Privacy  Act. 
These  acts  grant  individuals  the  right  of  access  to  government-held  records  and  the  right  to 
protection  of  personal  information  held  by  the  government.  The  office  has  two  prime 
responsibilities:  ensuring  the  public’s  right  of  access  to  government-held  information;  and 
protecting  the  individual’s  right  of  privacy,  as  it  relates  to  personal  information  held  by  provincial 
and  local  government  organizations.  Anyone  not  satisfied  with  a  government  decision  about  access 
to  information  may  ask  the  IPC  to  review  the  government’s  decision.  In  addition,  the  IPC 
investigates  complaints  from  individuals  who  feel  the  government  has  wrongfully  collected,  used 
or  disclosed  their  personal  information.  The  Commissioner  reports  directly  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly.

It  reviews  changes  to  Facility  Association’s  Plan  of  Operation  and  publication 
to  ensure  information  is  appropriately  communicated  to  insurers  and  brokers  to  ensure  fairness  in 
how  automobile  insurance  is  provided  through  the  insurers  of  last  resort;  reviews  the  automobile 
insurance  underwriting  rule  of  filings  of  insurance  companies  to  ensure  rules  are  predictive  of  risk, 
not  subjective,  not  arbitrary  or  contrary  to  public  policy.  Automobile  insurance  forms  are  reviewed 
to  ensure  information  provided  is  understandable  to  the  consumer.

Dispute  Resolution  Services  (DRS)  provides  mediation,  arbitration  and  appeal  services  that  deal 
with  disputes  between  insurance  companies  &  claimants  over  entitlement  to,  or  the  amount  of 
statutory  accident  benefits  under  an  automobile  insurance  policy.  In  Ontario,  mediation  through 
FSCO  is  a  mandatory  first  step  for  disputes  over  accident  benefits.  The  mediator  will  facilitate 
discussions  with  the  parties  to  help  them  resolve  their  dispute,  but  will  not  make  a  decision  for  the 
parties.  If  mediation  is  unable  to  resolve  the  dispute,  the  claimant  has  these  options:  file  for 
arbitration  at  FSCO,  pursue  private  arbitration  or  go  to  court.  An  arbitration  involves  a  formal 
hearing  after  which  the  arbitrator  issues  a  written  decision.  After  arbitration,  either  party  may  appeal 
a  decision  on  issues  of  law  to  FSCO’s  Director  of  Arbitrations.  Parties  may  also  apply  to  have  an 
appeal  or  arbitration  order  varied  or  revoked  based  on  a  material  change  in  the  insured  person’s 
circumstances.

The  Assistive  Devices  Program  (ADP)  and  Home  Oxygen  Program  (HOP)  helps  pay  for  certain 
equipment  and  supplies  for  Ontario  residents  with  long-term  physical  disabilities.  ADP  pays  up 
to  75%  of  the  cost  for  devices  such  as  artificial  limbs,  wheelchairs,  and  hearing  aids.  People 
receiving  social  assistance  are  eligible  to  receive  up  to  100%  of  the  cost  of  devices.  A  grant  is  paid 
directly  to  clients  for  ostomy  supplies,  and  needles  and  syringes  for  insulin-dependent  seniors.  HOP 
pays  100%  of  a  flat  monthly  rate  for  oxygen  for  seniors,  people  on  welfare,  the  Home  Care  Program 
or  those  living  in  Long-Term  Care  Facilities  (LTCF).  HOP  pays  75%  for  all  other  eligible  clients.

COMMUNITY  CARE  ACCESS  CENTRES  (CCAC) 

The  creation  of  43  CCACs  across  the  province  was  completed  on  January  1,  1998.  The  CCACs 
consolidated  the  services  formerly  provided  by  38  home  care  programs  and  36  placement 
coordination  services.  The  CCACs  provide  a  simplified  service  access  point  and  are  responsible 
for  service  information  and  referral  to  all  long-term  care  services,  including  volunteer-based 
community  services;  coordinated  service  planning  and  monitoring;  eligibility  determination  for 
professional  and  homemaking/personal  support  services  provided  at  home  and  in  schools;  case 
management;  and  placement  coordination  services  for  long-term  care  facilities  (nursing  homes  and 
homes  for  the  aged).  CCACs  are  governed  by  independent,  incorporated  non-profit  boards  of 
directors,  accountable  through  service  agreements  to  the  ministry.

The  Centre  for  Northern  Forest  Ecosystem  Research  (CNFER)  in  Thunder  Bay  is  an  Applied
